Two unsung heroes of the Civil 
war battles here, July I, 2, 3, 1863, 
—men who are believed to have 
been attached to W ilcox’s Ala­ 
bama brigade—may be m emorial­ 
ized with a fitting m ilitary burial 
in Gettysburg’s N ational cemetery. 
Several months ago the bones 
of two confederate soldiers who 
fought in the titanic .struggle here 
70 years ago were unearthed after 
a heavy rain on the farm of Harry 
Bluebaugh on 
the 
Emmitsburg 
road. 
Historical technicians attached 
to the office of Superintendent 
Jam es R. McConaghie here iden­ 
tified the bones as those of hu­ 
m an beings and by bits of cloth, 
cartridges, belt buckles and other 
articles as those 
of 
men who 
fought under the banner of Gen­ 
eral Lee. 
O ther means of identification 
revealed that they were members 
of Wilcox’s Alabama brigade and 
th a t they were evidently instantly 
killed while engaged in the terri­ 
fic battle that raged across that 


sector on July 2 and 3. 
The bones were carefully re ­ 
moved 
from 
their rain-washed 
grave and after being wrapped in 
paper were packed away in a large 
box in th e office of the local b a t­ 
tlefield commission. 
Mr. McConaghie then advised 
the United Daughters of the Con­ 
federacy of the discovery of the 
bones and requested that the U. 
D. C. designate their disposition. 
The U. D C. brought the ques­ 
tion before their state convention 
and then advised Mr. McConaghie 
that the U. D. C. felt that the 
bones should be given a fitting 
burial in th e Gettysburg National 
cemetery. 
Mr. M cConaghie said today th a t 
before he disposes of the bones he 
will bring the m atter before the* 
national convention of the U. D. 
C. at Baltim ore in November. 
It is proposed to make the occa­ 
sion an impressive affair with rep­ 
resentatives attending the ritu al­ 
istic services from southern states 
as well as from northern states.
